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Clark Strang Marlor (1922-2020) 

American speech educator & art historian ;

[Born November 18, 1922 in Camden, NJ - died July 16, 2020 in Sarasota, FL] 

Honorary Salmagundi Club patron member, Clark Strang Marlor peacefully passed away at age 
97 on July 16, 2020 in Sarasota, Florida. Marlor was a speech educator and art historian who 
joined the Salmagundi Club in 1969 and remained a member until his passing. 

Clark was born November 18,1922 in Camden, NJ to Alan Felten Marlor (1888-1992) and 
Laura (Strang) Marlor (1888-1969). 








He held degrees from Carnegie-Mellon University, Pittsburgh, PA, BA degree (1941-1945), 
University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, Ml, MA degree (1945-1946) and New York University, New 
York, NY, doctor of education degree (1960-1961). He taught at Adelphi University, Garden 
City, NY, as a professor of speech and dramatics (1956-1986) and was professor emeritus 
(1986-2020). 

He was instrumental in the Club's ability to track it's past members, researching and co-writing 
the Centennial roster of the Salmagundi Club : since its inception in 1871 to 1972 (New York, 
1972) as well as charting the organization's current affairs running The Salmagundian 
magazine.

He was active in many historic associations including: Salmagundi Club, New York, NY, 
honorary patron member (1969-2020); Brooklyn Historical Society, Brooklyn, NY, board of 
directors ; Brooklyn Museum, Brooklyn, NY, volunteered library archivist; Victorian Society of 
America, New York, NY, member; Stone Harbor Museum, Stone Harbor, NJ, member and 
Cape May Historical Society, Cape May, NJ, member. 

Marlor lived and worked in the North East, Midwest and South East including: Camden, NJ ; 
Pittsburgh, PA (1941-1945); Ann Arbor, Ml (1945-1946); New York, NY (1960-1986); 
Brooklyn, NY and Stone Harbor, NJ (summers, ca.1950-1980s) where he owned a summer 
home and lived with long time friend Warren Kenneth Zerbe (1923-1988). 

The Salmagundi Club owes a great debt to Clark and wish his family our sincerest sympathies.
